Continue the Act of the Second and Third Years 
of Her Majesty, Chapter Seventy-four, for 
preventing the administering and taking of 
unlawful Oaths in Ireland, as amended by an 
Act of the Eleventh and Twelfth Years of Her 
Majesty’s Reign. 

W HEREAS an Act was passed in the Fiftieth Year of the Preamble. 

‘Reign of His Majesty King George the Third, intituled 50G-.3. c.102. 
lt An Act for the more effectually preventing the adminis- 
“ tering and taking of unlawful Oaths in Ireland, and for the Pro- 
5 “ tection of Magistrates and Witnesses in Criminal Cases And 4 c-k 4. c. 87. 
whereas the said Act was amended by an Act passed in the Fourth 
Year of the Reign of His Majesty King George the Fourth, Chapter 
Eighty- seven : And whereas the Provisions of the said last-recited 
Act were extended and rendered more effectual by an Act passed 
10 in the Session of Parliament holden in the Second and Third 2 & 3 Vict. 
Years of the Reign of Her present Majesty, Chapter Seventy-four: c ' 7 4 ' 

And whereas by an Act passed in the Session of Parliament holden 7 & 8 Vict. 
in the Seventh and Eighth Years of the Reign of Her present c ' 8 '. 
Majesty, Chapter Seventy-eight, the said last-recited Act was 
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continued for the further Period of One Year from the First Day 
of September in the Year One thousand eight hundred and forty-four : 
8 & 9 Viet. And whereas by an Act passed in the Session of Parliament holden 
in the Eighth and Ninth Years of the Reign of Her present Majesty, 
Chapter Fifty -five, the said Act of the Second and Third Years 
of Her present Majesty (subject to an Amendment in the said Act of 
the Eighth and Ninth Years of Her present Majesty contained) was 
continued in force for the further Period of Two Years from the First 
Day of September One thousand eight hundred, and forty-five, and 
ll & 12 Viet., until the End of the then next Session of Parliament: And whereas 
by an Act of the Eleventh and Twelfth Years of Her Majesty, 
Chapter Eighty-nine, the said last-mentioned Act was further con- 
tinued, as amended by the said Act of the Eleventh and Twelfth 
Years of Her Majesty, for Two Years from the Thirty-first Day of 
August One thousand eight hundred and forty- eight and until the

of the Fourteenth and Fifteenth Years of Her Majesty’s Reign the 

said Act of the Second and Third Years of Her Majesty was further 
continued, amended as aforesaid, for Five Years from the First of 
August One thousand eight hundred and fifty-one, and thence to the 
End of the then next Session of Parliament : And whereas it is 
expedient that the said Act of the Second and Third Years of Her 
Majesty’s Reign should be further continued, amended as aforesaid, 
save so far as the same is amended by the said Act- of the Eighth 
and Ninth Years of Her Majesty’s Reign : Be it therefore enacted by 
the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and 
Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this 
present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of the same, as 
follows : 

Repeal of I. The said recited Act of the Eighth and Ninth Years of Her 
c 55 9 VlCt Majesty, Chapter Fifty-five, is hereby repealed, and the Provisions 
of the said Act of the Second and Third Years of Her Majesty, 
repealed by the said Act of the Eighth and Ninth Years of Her 
Majesty, are hereby revived, save as to anything done before the 
passing of this Act. 

Recited Act II. The said recited Act of the Second and Third Years of the
